WASHINGTON, D. C., June 5—The Canadian reciprocity agree- 


ment will be adopted by the senate without amendment and with | 


more than thirty votes to spare. 

This prediction is based upon a careful poll of the senate. 
poll shows a remarkable change in sentiment, due in a large measure | 
to the gallant fight President Taft has made for the legislation and 
the overwhelming public sentiment in favor of the proposed treaty 
which was shown by the Chicago Tribune’s poll of editors in 
twenty-two different states of the union. 

As it is at present lined up, the senate stands upon the recipro- 
city measure as follows: 

Kor, 23 Republicans, 35 Democrats; against, 
Democrats. Doubtful, two. Probably for, two; 
two. 

In view of the overwhelming sentiment for the agreement, the 
impression prevails that it will prove impossible to amend the bill. 
If this be the case, there are several senators now opposed to the 
measure who may find it expedient to vote for it.

With the Water Supply? 


What is the matter with that filtration plant, anyway, and what 
have we got for the $90,000 that was spent on the contraption that 
was intended to take the mud out of the drinking water at the bot- 
tom of the hill? 

Mr. Bouillon said at the opening of the season that he did not 
think the water was going to be dirty so early this year and that was 
why he did not have the filter ready on time. But that was early 


in the season, and the time when such an explanation would do has, 


gone past some time ago. Then he told us that the sedimentation 
basin was not safe and could only be half filled. But the sedimenta- 
tion basin half filled did service last summer and the citizens got 


water that at least did not have to be taken out of the tap with a} 


gimlet. 


Now Mr. Bouillon says the commissioners should go into the} 


whole question of the water supply, as the sedimentation basis is 
no good, the pump house a wreck and the whole plant will have to 
be rebuilt before the city will be safe to enjoy an adequate supply. 
Is that to be taken to mean that the promises that the filtration 
plant would be running some time this summer is all off now and 
that the people who would like to drink water will have to go on 
consuming mud until such time as the new plant is built? If that is 
the case, the city is likely to lose some of its population, and it will 


not be by emigration either. 
And if that is not the case, how long is it going to be before we 


get water clear enough to see through a glass full? 


A Burst of Prosperity 
For the Canadian West 


That 1911 is to be the greatest year in the history of the north- 
west is now absolutely assured. The growing season is already 
well enough advanced for the crop experts to form a fairly accurate 
estimate of the probable production. The acreage is known and the 
probable average can be forecasted almost to a fraction. No less 
an authority than William Whyte estimates the wheat crop alone 
at two hundred million bushels and other authorities equally con- 
servative corroborate his estimate. 

Owing to the light crop last year in almost every district but 
the Edmonton district, and to the enormous amount of new break- 
ing the area under crop is enormously greater this year than ever 
before, and in,no year in the country’s history has the crop been put 
is under conditions so uniformly favorable. For once the whole 
country reports sufficient moisture and a splendid growing season, 
while there has yet to be heard a suggestion of blight or pest of any 
kind. 

The short crop of last year will find the world waiting for the 
new cereal, with elevators empty and transportation lines ready to 
get away to the best start they have ever had in handling the crop. 
There will be blockades and there will be shortage of money when 
the crop is finally harvested and this great tide of grain swirls into 
the channels of transportation on the rush to the market, for no 
crop has ever been handled without difficuly and this one, the big- 
gest of them all, will tax the railways as they have never been taxed 
before. But the railways are in an immensely better position to 
handle the crop this year and it will all get to the market within 
reasonable time. 

And when that two hundred million dollars rolls back into the 
hands of the agriculturists of the northwest there will be a burst 
of prosperity that will make all the growth of trade which has gone 
before look like the operations of a corner store by comparison. 


One of the Little Things 
Which Indicate Progress 


One of the little things which indicate the rapidity with which 
the last west is being taken up is found in the announcement of 
postal changes for the month of May. Grande Prairie gets a post 
office. 

In spite of the fact that settlers have been advised against going 
into the Peace River country ahead of the railway, thousands have 
already negotiated the difficult trail and have established homes in 
the new land, undertaking all the hardships of a pioneer existence 
for the compensating advantage of a choice of a quarter section in 
the finest land that lies out of doors. Following close behind them 
come the facilities of civilization. The telegraph line is operating 
to Grouard and the postal service has been extended right into the 
heart of the Peace River country. 

This year will see the railway to the Pembina and next year 
will see it across the Athabasca. When that time comes the last 
best west will fill up so rapidly that those who hope to establish a 
home on free land will have to hurry or be forever too late.
